Memorial day exercises at Oakland 
cemetery, where rest hundreds of con- 
federate soldiers who fell on the field 
of battle fighting like heroes for the 
cause they loved so well, were marked 
by that solemnity and simplicity which 
always characterizes the day. 


Long before the head of the long 


column of the parade reached the cem- 
etery every available seat around the 
impressive granite shaft which com- 
memorates the heroes in gray was 
taken and many were standing. Each 
grave had been decorated, while huge 
wreaths had been placed at the base 
of the monument. When at last the 
procession filed slowly into the gates 
of the cemetery fully 5,000 people clus- 
tered around the monument. The 
gathering was typical of Atlanta and 
the oceasion. Prominent in the gath- 
ering were hundreds of grizzled con- 
federate veterans who whiled away the 
time while they were waiting by re- 
counting stories of the war. As is al- 
ways the case there was an undercur- 
rent of sadness. Since last Memorial 
day many had answered the last roll 
call and marched silently to the other 
shore. Others, who formerly had taken 
part in the parades, hdd become so en- 
feebled that the long march. was too 
much for their frail bodies*and they 
came in cars or private conveyances. 

The day was chill and the sun reso- 
lutely remained behind dark, slate- 
colored clouds, but the gathering was 
one of the longest that has ever visited 
the cemetery on a similar occasion. 
During the long wait—-for the parade 
was slow in arriving—the magic name 
of Lee was on the lips of all, for all 
knew that Colonel Robert E. Lee, the 
grandson of that peerless leader of the 
lost cause, was to speak to them. It 
was like a link connecting the somber 
past with the present. 

Did he look like their beloved chief- 
tain? Were his eyes blue like his 
grandfather? Was he quiet and gen- 
tle as was his illustrious ancestor? 
These and other questions were asked 
one of the other. All agreed that they 
could single out a Lee in any gather- 
ing, especially those who had served 
in the Army of Northern Virginia. 

Lee’s Speech a Gem. 

Colonel Lee's address, which was the 
principal feature of the exercises, was 
an historical and forensic gem. He 
had not prepared his speech, and only 
occasionally referred to brief notes. 
His knowledge of the war and the 
causes leading up thereto was little 
short of remarkable, and many of his 
statements came in the nature of a 
surprise to even those who are re- 
garded as authorities on confederate 
history. His flashes of humor were ex- 
quisite and from time to time when he 
had moved his audience to momentary 
tears by some pathetic allusion he 
would compel hig hearers to mirth by 
some rare anecdote dear to the heart 
of every veteran. It was his rich 
sympathy for the soldier of the south 
and his courageous wife and daughter 
or sweetheart, however, which struck 
the most responsive chord. 

It has been many days since such 
speech has been heard in Atlanta. 
There were those who voiced the opin- 
ion that it was the best of the kind 
they had ever heard.

Professor W. M. Slaton, marsha! of 
the day, then introduced Colonel Rob-~- 
ert E. Lee. He spoke of the titanic 


struggle of the south and stated that 
during the four years’ strife she con- 
fronted a foe which comprised prac- 
tically the penples of the whole earth. 
The figure of General Robert HB. Lee, 
he said, towered above his fellows in 
majestic splendor. The name of Lee 
had been resplendent in the war of the 
revolution, the Mexican, the civil and 
the Spanish-Amerfcan wars. The peo- 
ple not only of the south but of the 
whole country had cause to rejoice 
that the occasion, the subject and the 
Orator had met. 

: The Soldier of the South. 

Colonel] Lee was greeted by vigorous 
applause, the famous rebel yell ringing 
out clear and strong from many. 
throats. About the eyes and nose he 
resembles his distinguished grand-

tally unlike. 

His subject was, “The Soldier of the 
South.” He prefaced his remarks by 
saying that, despite the fact that out 
of the fullness of the heart the mouth 
speaketh, there are times when the 
tongue is dumb. He felt it little less 
than a sacrilege to open his mouth on 
such an hallowed occasion. In passing 
on to his. subject he paid a fine tribute 
to Colquitt and Gordon. ° 

Causes of the War. 

‘Colonel Lee at some length traced 
the causes leading up to the war and 
proved conclusively slavery was but 
one of many incidents thereto. The 
war, he asserted, was the logical result 
of the peoples of two diametrically op- 
posed sections differing on important 
questions. There had, he said, been 
sectional differences before the adop- 
tion of the federal constitution. Up to 
1832, when slavery was first made an 
issue, there had been many clashes 
which pointed to the final conflict. 

“If the south had been heeded,” said 
Colonel Lee, “slavery would have. been 
eliminated years before it was. It was 
the "votes of the southern states which 
finally freed the slaves. Without them 
the proclamation of Lincoln would 
have been valueless. It has been

charged that the south attempted to a 


break up the American union. With- 
out the south there would have been 
no American union. Lincoln forever 
put to rest the factors which caused 
the war. He openly charged editors of 
Boston and Chicago with being the 
prime instigators and stated that after 
the war had become a reality they had 
failed to support his demand for more 
troops. ; 

Coming to the confederate soldier, 
he said he was the greatest fighting 
machine which had ever been placed in 
battle. Such men as General Charles 
A. Whittier. General Pish, Henry Ward 
Beecher and “Terrible Teddy” Roosge- 
velt had paid homage to the bravery 
ang fortitude of the men in gray. 

Charles Francis Adams, of Boston, 
had confessed that so far as the negro 
was concerned, the scales had fallen 
from his eyes after he had visited 
Africa. He had openly sympathized 
with the south in her struggles during 
reconstruction after learning the true 
nature of the black man. 

“The confederate soldier stands 80 
solitary in glory that ft is an insult 
to compare him to the soldier ef any 
other army or period. His glory can- 
not be perpetuated in marble or brass, 
for his memory ang his soul are im- 
mortal.” a

SOUTH STANDS SOL 
DESPITE ONSLAUGHT OF TAFT 


ID AS EVER” 


---Mrs. William H. Felton 


Griffin, Ga., April 26.—(Special.)— 
Griffin today paid beautiful tribute to 
the confederate dead and high respect 
to the surviving veterans in appropr- 
ate exercises held at the Bijou theater, 
which was crowded to its capacity, one 
of the largest crowds ever seen in 
Griffin assembling to commemorate 
the memory of the soldiers of the 
sixties. Professor J. H. Walker acted 
as master of ceremonies and an/excel- 
lent program was rendered. My... Wil- 
liam H. Felton, of Cartersville, one of 
the most brilliant women in the south, 
delivered the oration, which, though 
somewhat of a departure from the 
lines usually pursued by memorial 
orators, was a most forceful and mag- 
nificent oration. She stated that the 
southern people were not without 
faults, but were as near perfect as 
anybody, and that* the soldiers who 
went forth to do battle in the sixties 
were of one mind, unity of heart and 
loyalty of purpose, which, to a large 
extent, accounted for the wonderful 
result of their efforts. 

She referrea to an effort which she 
said President Taft is making to win 
the south over to the republican party 
and guaranteed that any southern man 
who could be caught by this visible 
scheme would only possess influence 
enough to carry his own breeches over 
with him. In vigorous language she 
declared that she had gone through 
one war with white’ supremacy and 
was ready to go to another under the 
same provoeation. She stated that 


federal offices were probably very 
satisfactory to federal officeholders, 
but that Georgia would never sel] its 
politics or liberty for spoils. In speak - 
ing of the hardships of war, she said 
that she had had all of war that she 
wanted or would ever want. Appro- 
priate mention was made of the recon~ 
struction period, including various In- 
teresting narratives of personal ex- 
perience. 

The address was logical throughout 
and after its conclusion Mrs. Felton 
spoke a few words of encouragement 
to the confederatg veterans, admonigh- 
ing them to continue to be men that 
they were in the time of trial. 

Crosses of honor were delivered to a 
number of veterans by Mrs. James & 
Boynton in a most eloquent speech.

The object of the domestic science 
schoo] first and foremost is a young 
woman for her duties in life, her du- 
ties which begin in the home, whether 
that home be the possession of the 
multi-millionaire’ or of the struggling 
young farmer. The trained woman is 
needed at the head of one, just as 
surely as at the head of the other. 

The activities of the time, the de- 
mands upon women, the expense of 
living and advancement in the science 
which relate to food, in the relation 
of food to man, requre that the 
woman who is ambitious to be well 
equipped for life should know first of 
all her essential business, which is 
the conduct of the home; its sanita- 
tion, its beauty, the economics to gov- 
ern the right management of the 
home; the preparation of foods and the 
care of the child. As no training in 
life relates more directly to life than 
training for the home, there is no 
more important knowledge for a 
woman to have. 

Although the gift by Mr. Willingham 
comes as a needed step in the direc- 
tion of meeting the demand upon 
which the very health of the state is 
dependent, it comes also as a step in 
educational evolution, for in every sec- 
tion where progressive education 
holds, the training of girls for home 
duties is being emphasized. 

When United States Senator Stout, 
the millionaire philanthropist of Wis- 
consin, called together the thinking 
men of his state in the establishment 
at Menominee, Wis., of Stout Instit te, 
for the rigit training of the boys and 
girls of that section, no department 
of the institute was stressed as- more 
important than the girls’ home school, 
which, as the name fmplies, trains 
girls to keep and ornament by their 
training—the home. 

The women of the state may well 
call “blessed” the name of Mr. Wil- 
lingham in taking this iniative step 
toward stimulating interest in the 
Science and art of good living which 
has at all times hag its basis in the 
home presided over by woman.

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A CO-OPERATIVE 
SEAMSTRESS. 
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A company of six busy women save 
much time and labor by engaging the 
Same seamstress to come to each one 
of them. one day a week, the year 
around—each woman having a regular 
day. 

When a hole is found, a button off, 
a seam ripped, a dress to be let down, 
each article is laid aside in a large 
basket for the mending day. Patches, 
buttons, thread and other needed ma- 
terials are hunted up at once and 
folded in each garment. On the out- 
side of each is pinned a paper with 
directions. Thus always the stitch. in 
time saves nine, no work goes from 
week to week. and if one mother has 
an imvitation out on mending day, she 
can go becuse the seamstress knows 


| the house and has her directions be- 


fore her.

It must be 
remembered that the center of the 
griddle is usually the hottest part. A 
sOapstone griddle needs only to be 
heated. The ordinary griddle or fry- 
ing pan which is frequently used must 
be first heated and then rubbed over 
with the freshly-cut part of half a 
raw turnip. 


Bread Griddle Cakes—Bits of stale 
bread, which might otherwise be dis- 
carded, may be utilized in making grid- 
dle cakes. Prepare one and one-half 
cupfuls of stale’bread crumbs (reject- 
ing the hard outside crust). Pour over 
crumbs one and one-haif cupfuls of 
scalded milk and let stand to cool; 
then add two tablespoonfuls of melted 
butter, two eggs well beaten and one- 
half cupful of flour mixed and sifted 
with four teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der and one-half teaspoonful of salt. 
Cook same as rice griddle cakes. 


Cream Muffins—Mix and sift one and 
one-half cupfuls of bread flour with 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, three 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and one 
teaspoonful of salt, and sift twice. 
Work in, using tips of fingers, two 
teaspoonfuls of butter; then add three- 
fourths of a cupful of cream. Take up 
the batter by spoonfuls and half fill 
muffin tins. Then bake in a hot oven 
from fifteen to twenty minutes.

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IN BITTER FIGHT 


Committee Assignments 
Is Splitting the Party. 


Regulars Refuse’ to Grant the 
Demands of the Insurgents. 
Insurgents in Bitter Mood, 
and Threaten to Carry Fight 
to Floor of the Senate. 


Washington, April 26.—Following a 
day of caucuses, conferences and secret 


progressive republicans of ‘the senate 
were blocked by the regular senators, 
the two factions tonight are resting on 
their arms. 

Whether the fight begun over the de- 
mands of the progressives for more®ap- 
pointments to committees of increased 
importanee will be transferred to the 
open floor of the senate chamber rests 
with a meeting of the progressive clan 
to be held in the morning. Tonight the 
progressives are breathing defiance. 

When the Skirmish Began. 

The skirmish began in the meeting 
of the republican committee on com- 
mittees early in the day. Senator Gal- 
linger, chairman of the committee, re- 
ported the list of appointments. Imme- 
diately Senator La Follette objected to 
the selections, insisting that the pro- 
gressive senators were being treated 
“unjustly and unfairly.” 

As a concession to the progressive 
wing, a change was made in the as- 
signments to permit Senator Bourne to 
take a place on the committee on ap- 
propriations. The attempts of the other 
three progressive members of the com- 
mittee—La Follette, Cummins and 
Bristow—to get places on the commit- 
tees on interstate commerce, finance 
and foreign relations, respectively, 
were voted down. Considerable feeling 
shown in the meeting was carried into 
the caucus. : 

Chairman Gallinger gave out a list 
of the committee appointments, which 
later were accepted by the caucus. 

The Fight in Caucus. 

When the caucus met Senator Cum- 
mins urged the appointment of La Fol- 
lette to the interstate commerce com- 
mittee because of his “fitness and se- 
niority,” and the naming of Bristow to 
the committee on finance because of his 
“capacity for hard work and deep in- 
terest’ in the subject. 

Senator Gallinger replied that» the 
committees already were filléd, and 
that it was inexpedient to enlarge 
them. He added that the progressives 
had been given all the committee as- 
signments to which they were entitled. 

Senator Cummins asked for a sepa- 
rate vote on the two propositions. The 
motion to place La Follette on the in- 
terstate commerce committee was voted 
down, 33 to 11. In the case of Mr. 
Bristow that motion, too, was lost, 31 
to 12. 

To the Floor of the Senate. 

Mr. Cummins immediately gave no- 
tice that he reserved the right to carry 
the question of reconsideration of the 
votes to the floor of the senate. Mr. 


La Follette went further, however. He 
declared that he proposed to decide 
for himself whether he would take into 
the open senate not only the question 
of the votes, but also the broader ques- 
tion of the committee appointments. 
Immediately after the adjournment of 
the caucus, the progressive group held 
a secret conference to decide on their 
future action, but no decision was 
reached and the matter went over until 
tomorrow morning.

Mexico City, April 26.—-Spain, through 
her minister to Mexico, Bernardo de 
Cologan y Cologan, today made formal 
protest to the foreign office against the 
assassination of six subjects of King 
Alfonso in the state of Puebla last Mon- 
day.
